Finish of Twelve Days’ Cam- 
paign for $350,000 and of 
Longer Fight for $1,- 
000,000 Is Thrilling. 


BOTH MARKS ARE PASSED. 


Workers Pray, Cheer, and Sing 
as Victory Is Announced; 


Organization’s Plans 
for the Future. 


The red hand om the great clock at Monroe 
and State streets, which day by day has 
counted the toll of treasure poured into the 
coffers of the Young Men's Christian asso- 
clation, last night moved up to the figures 
$350,000 and recorded victory won. 

The twelve days’ campaign closed with sub- 
scriptions aggregating $361,488 received. 
Two years ago saw the inauguration of a 
campaign to raise $1,000,000; $1,182,422 has 
been secured, 

Two records have been established. Never 
before has a fund of such proportions been 
raised since the organisation of this Institu- 
tion. Never before has a short whirlwind 
campaign netted a proportionate amount. 

Accomplishment of a goal which even the 
most sanguine feared was beyond reach 
brought expressions of gratification in 
strange and varied form. Men who have la- 
bored untiringly through twelve strenuous 
days saluted the announcement of success 
with cheers and prayers, with jests and tears, 
with surpriwing displays of emotion.

Addy-x. M. C. A., and prayers, alternated 
with rah rahe tor the leaders of success- 
ful money raising teams. 


Comes from Varied Sources. 

The lightning campaign, which has held 
the city in a thrall of interest, and its spec- 
tacular finish, means that every second dur- 
ing the last twelve days, 35 cents has been 
contributed to the Chicago T M. C. A. This 
fund has come from sources widely diverse. 
Rich men drew from bank vaults. Ne we- 
boys dug into worn pockets. 

Men and women, young and oN, persons of 
many races and creeds and listed among the 
donors. One tally sheet shows a contribution 
of 10 cents. A companion sheet shows the 
figure of $50,000. Both are from anonymous 
donors. 

Five hundred men toiled hour after hour 
in strenuous effort, and saw their. labors 
crowned with success with unrestrained 
pleasure.

Hun- 
dreds more Chicagoans were added to the 
crowd, and when the pointer was moved to 
the top of the dial a cheer went up that 
echoed throughout the business district.

BARONESS QUITS FRIBNDS;DIES 


Mrs. Maybriek's Mother Expires 
In Paris Retreat, 


DAUGHTER NOT NOTIFIED. 


Lived Under Assumed Name Until Death 
Was Near. 


Mrs. Florence Elizabeth Maybrick, after 
doubting for many hours the accuracy of 
the report of the death of her mother, Baron - 
ess de Roques, in Paris, France, was con- 
vinced late last night that the cabled state- 
ment was true. The baroness had gone to 
Paris without notifying her daughter. who 
had sent her on a trip south with family 
friends. 

For several months the baroness, who had 
been living with Mrs. Maybrick in Highland 
Park, desired to return to her old home in 
France, but Mrs. Maybrick deterred her with 
the promise of going to Paris with her in May. 
A month ago the baroness left Chicago and, 
a few days later, deserted her traveling com- 
panions without explanation. The next in- 
formation of her was that she had taken ship 
from New York. 

Mra. Maybrick last night cabled Consul 
General Mason for confirmation of the press 
reports. 

Coupled with Mrs. Maybrick’s efforts to get 
news of her mother’s death were those of 
8. V. Hayden of Washington, D. C., attorney 
for the family for thirty years. He cabled 
from New York after a long distance tele- 
phone talk with Mrs. Maybrick. 


Baroness Dies in Retreat. 

The baroness died in a retreat of the Eng- 
lish nuns, 96 Avenue Desternes, and her death 
is believed to have been due chiefly to senile 
exhaustion. She was living under the name 
ot“ Mrs. Mormont, assumed by her during 
Mrs. Maybrick’s fifteen year prison term. 
She revealed her identity when she saw death 
was near. She was buried on Monday in 
Passey cemetery, the expenses being de- 
frayed by a family friend, according to Paris 
dispatches. Her effects will be kept under 
the seal of the American consulate until her 
daughter is communicated with. She is said 
to have had no funds. 

Attorney Hayden, the only man who visited 
Mrs. Maybrick in prison, said he received a 
letter from the baroness un Monday and that 
she was well supplied with funds and wrote 
she was feeling well and expected to remain 
in Paris until fall. 


Hears of the Death. 

It was in the Moraine hotel in Highland 
Park late yesterday afternoon that Mrs. 
Maybrick first heard the news of her moth- 
er's death. 

“ I cannot believe it.“ she said at first ‘‘ My 
mother is safe with friends. I am stre that 
either myself or my attorney, Mr. Hayden, 
would have been communicated with at once 


“TI can't understand it. The friends with 
whom she is staying in Paris know where 
I can be found. The story of her dying in 
want, however, is faise. I have taken care of 
her and we have been together ever since I 
left England. She had been with me at the 
hotel here, but had been in poor health and 
believed that if she returned to France she 
would wet stronger. I perswadéd her to wait 
until April or May, when I could accompany 
her to Paris, but because of the rigors of the 
Chicago spring climate sent her south with 
friends a month ago. 


Went to Paris Three Weeks Ago. 

When did she go to France? Well, about 
three weeks ago. She conceived the idea that 
she wanted to be in Paris and left her friends 
in the south cp boat at New York with- 
rout notifying m 

„She has been in Parise about a fortnight 
and I have received three letters from her—all 
telling how well she was getting along. The 
last one I received only this morning. I had 
irtended going to her just as soon as my lec- 
ture engagement: would allow me.“ 

The possibility of any estrangement be- 
tween Mrs. Maybrick and her mother is 
scouted by all of their friends, because of 
their devotion to each other ever since the 
arrest of Mrs. Maybrick in May, lise, In 
charge of poisoning her husband, James 
Maybrick. Throughout the trial no one de- 
fended the younk American wife as stanchly 
as the mother, and during the fifteen years 
in Aylesbury prison, as often as the prison 
officials would permit—once in two months— 
the gray haired baroness visited her daugh- 
ter. 

Mrs. Maybrick also owes to her mother 
much of the credit for release. Thebaroness 
wrote to every American she could reach to 
assist in the efforts to save her only daugh- 
ter from ending her life tn prison. 

The baroness was 70 years old, She was the 
daughter of Darius Blake Holbrook of New 
York, who was a partner of Cyrus W. Field 
in laying the first Atlanfic cable and one 
of the promoters of the New York Centra! 
railroad.

Union League Club Members 
Pass Resolutions Urging 
Council to Submit the 
Question to Vote. 


BACK UP MAYOR BUSSE. 
Oity’s Need of Proposed $12,- 
000,000 Called Imperative; 
Great Improvements 
Await Action. 


A whirlwind campaign for the $12,000,000 
bond issue, the proceed to be used for such 
permanent improvements as the new city 
hall, harbor, bridges, police stations, fre en- 
gine houses, and new fire fighting apparatus, 
was started at the Union League club last 
night. 

Controller Walter H. Wilson and Ald. Snow 
and Foreman addressed the club members 
explaining that the needs of the city for 
these permanent public works cannot be 
supplied out of the current revenues of the 
city, which barely ere sufficient to pay for 
the proper sanitation, and policing, and 
other running expenses. 

Following these speeches the Union League 
club got behind Mayor Busse, who purposes 
to hold an election on the bond issue at an 
early date, and passed resolutions indorsing 
the issue and promising to put forth its full 
strength to secure the approval of the people. 

Before the resolutions were adopted by 


a joint meeting of the board of managers and 
the political action committee. 


Resolutions Which Are Passed. 

The resolutions in part were as follows: 

“ Whereas, the public demand for muneli- 
pal improvements and betterments each year 
becomes more imperative; and 

“'Whereas, the policy of paying for con- 
struction and betterments out of the currgnt 


in assets available for current expenses; and 

“ Whereas, the city of Chicago in the annual 
budget for the year 1910 made appropriations 
for corporate purposes amounting to §12,- 
008,163, contingent upon the issue of bonds. 
and 

“ Whereas, such appropriation was made 
tor use in permanent municipal improve- 
ments, including the construction of the new 
city hall, new bridges, improvement of the 
harbor, the erection of police stations and 
fire engine houses, the purchase of new fire 
engines, extension of the municipal electric 
lighting system, extension of water works 
system, establishment of small parks, play- 


ments; 

„Therefore be it resolved, That the Union 
League club does hereby recommend that an 
ordinanee providing for a bond issue in the 


to a vote of the people of the city of Chicago. 
at the earliest time practicable; 

And be it further resolved, That the Union 
League. club of Chicago does hereby indorse 
and urge the people of the city to vote for 
the bond issue, and that this club use its 
best efforts to secure the approval by the 
people of the bond issue.“ 


Snow Explains City’s Needs. 

Ald. Snow explained in detail how necés- 
sary it is that the city should have these 
funds if it is to undertake the building of 
public improvements which were appropriat- 
ed for in the laat budget, subject to the issu- 
ance of the bonds. He said it would require 
$3,500,000 to complete the city hall, the con- 
tracts for which already have been let. This 
sum will have to come from curregt rev- 
enues if the bonds are not ratified, crippling 
both the police and fire departments, unless 
the city defaults on its contracts. 


| “The greatest care has been exercised by 


the mayor, the finance committee, and the 
council in making up the budget,” he said. 
„Nothing has been included that is not an 
urgent necessity, and it is now up to those 
who take pride in their city to see that the 
bond issue is approved.“ 

* Controller Wilson took the angle that the 
efforts of the Merriam commission had 
resulted in bringing about increased efficien- 
ey and economy in handling the affairs of 
the city, and he pointed out that the reports 
of this commission, while necessarily dealing 
with the mistakes which have been made in 
the past, did not take into account the large 
amount of good work that has peen done. 


Public Stingy with City. 

Ald. Foreman, dwelt upon the liberal man- 
ner in which the people of Chicago have dealt 
with the other municipal taxing bodies, such 
as the sanitary district, and the park boards, 
giving them full authority to lesue bonds as 
they are needed, while in the matter of city 
expenditures they have formed the habit of 
being critical and exacting.

What Might Have Been Done 


“Mr. President, if seetion 12 had been the 
law at the time of the occurrence of the 
events I have detailed, what would have 
been the result? Under the provisions of 
that section the New Haven, after making 
the agreements for consolidation, fearing 
the anti-trust act, might apply to the court 
of commerce for an adjudication as between 
it and the United States as to whether or 
not the proposed acquisition of street rall- 
ways and other properties was in violation 
of this section. 

“ Assuming tals would be a proper (er- 
cise of judicial power and that the court of 
commerce would entertain jurisdiction, what 
have we a right to expect would have hap- 
pened? Judging by what the attorney gen- 
eral has done, it is not a violent assumption 
to state that he would have entered into a 
stipulation with the New Haven road ‘that 
the roads proposed to be acquired were not 
directly and substantially competitive; that 
upon such stipulation judgment would have 
been rendered by the court of commerce in 
accordance with the stipulation, thereby 
estopping the government forever from mak- 
ing any claim that such acquisitions were 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust act. 


Commerce Court Inferior. 


“The commerce court is of inferior juris- 
diction. In a proper case the Supreme court 
might hold exactly similar transactions were 
in violation of the anti-trust aet; but because 
of this judgment of the court of commerce 
rendered by stipulation, estopping the gov- 
ernment from ever proving the facts as they 
exist, the Sherman act never could be in- 
voked against these plain violations of law 
by the New Haven. 

„It woult be no greater violation of trust 
and duty for the attorney general to enter 
into such stipulation than was the dismissal 
of the suit which I have discussed. No in- 
ferior court should be empowered to render 
a judgment of estoppal upon questions of 
such tremendous importance, and no attor- 
ney general should be empowered to stipu- 
late away the rights of the people for all 
time. 

Mr. President, I have ventured to tres- 
pass upon the time of the senate to presem 
this exposition of the facts and phases of 
the present day railroad problem because I 
believe that legislation dealing with this sub- 
ject can only be intelligently considered in 
connection with the affairs and conditions 
to Which it relates. I believe the conditions 
themselves must be the necessary back- 
ground for a proper view of legislation con- 
cerning them. 


Legislation Is Unjustified. 
“This legislation cannot be justified by 


tion of the powers of the interstate commerce 
commission. Nor can it be sustained by ar- 
guments concerning the merits of a com- 
merce court. Nor will the public be led to 
approve it by any contention that in some 
of its features it represents an advancs over 
existing law. 

“This legislation must be tried in the 
light. of the actual existing and outrageous 
conditions with which it pretends to deal. 
With much labor I have gathered together 
the known facts in respect to these condi- 
tions in one small but important section of 
the country. There are surface indications 
of the existence of similar conditions in 
many other sections of the country. 
Congress, as well as the department of 
justice, is fair put upon inquiry, and should 
inform itself ly of these conditions before 
passing legislation of so great, so far reach- 
ing, and so dire consequences to the people 
of this country. 


Would Be Trust Betrayal. 


“ Sir, it is a violation of our official obliga- 
tion and a betrayal of public trust for us, in 
willful ignorance, to pass legislation pre- 
pared for us and submitted by the attorney 
general and reported to the senate by the 
committee on interstate commerce without 
consideration or even opportunity for consid- 
eration of its terms and provisions, much 
leas any investigation of the conditions to 
which it relates. 

“Mr. President, ig: the wise legislation 
embodying no sudden impulse, but matured 
views expressed in party council,’ which the 
attorney general in his recent speech at Chi- 
cag® sald is pressed for enactment,’ is it for 
legislation such as this that the attorney gen- 
eral commandg all who would not de read out 
of the Republican party to get in line’? 


Arguments Are Lacking. 


“No arguments worthy of the name have 
been advanced to justify this measure, The 
statements and arguments heard by the 
president's committee which led it to agree 
upon the originai bill, the bill which formed 
the nucleus about which the railroads and the 
attorney general subsequently arranged the 
really important provisions of this bill. are 
not disclosed to congress, but repose in the 
archives. of the department of justice.

Never before has any one undertakes 
seriously to put through congress a charter 
for the monopolization and oppression of the 
commerce of this country, such as is carried 
in the devious language and hidden purposes 
of this measure. 

Never before has it been attempted with 
the support of the national administration 
and of the party organization in congress to 
legislate for special privilege and against 
the public interest and to fasten irrevocably 
upon the commerce of the country the public 
burden of transportation charges to pay in- 
terest and dividends upon all the watered 
stocks and bonds which unrestrained corpo-

Mann Explains Rail Bill. 


The house listéned to a full explanation of 
the provisions of the railroad bill reported 
from its committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce. This explanation was made by 
Mr. Mann of Illinois, chairman of the com- 
mittee reporting the measure. 

In discussing the commerce court, which 
he had opposed in committee as unnecessary, 
Mr. Mann pointed out the differentiation be- 
tween legislative and judicial functions in 
the jurisdiction of the courts and the inter- 
staté commerce commission and described 
the delays under present judicial procedure 
as sometimes amounting to confiscation of 
the property involved, which the proposed 
commerce court is designed to prevent. 

Referring to the fixed rotation in the per- 
sonnel of the proposed court, Mr. Mann said 
that while he was “not enamored of that 
provision it had been put in the bill to pre- 
vent the possibility of the court being packed 
by life members, with a possible majority 
fixed one way, perhaps leaning toward the 
interests of the railroad.” 7 

I mean nothing sinister by that.“ he add- 
ed, in response to questions from members. 
“I am not speaking of intentional packing.“

| Insurgents Are Said to Have 


Agreed with Democrats to 
Support a Resolution. 


LOOK FOR A~SUCCESSOR. 


Would Act Near Close of Session 
After Administration Bills 
Are Disposed Of, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 12.—[Special.]— 
A hard and fast agreement is said to have 
| been entered into between the ineurgent Re- 
publicans and the Democrats by which the 
house will be given an opportunity before 
adjournment to vote on a resolution declar- 
ing the chair of the speaker to be vacant. 

Angered by repeated declarations of Speak- 
er Cannon that the insurgents are too cow- 
ardly to vote to depose him, some of the 
‘insurgents want to knock the chip off the 
shoulder of the Danville warrior. 

There were conferences between the in- 
surgents and Democrats today, after which 
it was stated that the minority would stand 
solidly behind a resolution to depose. On 
the other hand, assurances have been given 
by the insurgents that a canvass of their side 
discloses that a sufficient number of Repub- 


licans will join with the Democrats in voting 
to oust Mr. Cannon. 


Regulars Are Alarmed. 

The regular Republicans have been advised 
of the coalition of the insurgents and Demo- 
crats in opposition to the speaker, and they 
are alarmed over the situation. Uncle 
Joe” appears to be satisfied with it, but bis 
desire to be sacrificed does not meet with the 
approval of his supporters. . 

The insurgents will not precipitate the issue 
at this time. The plan is to get all of the 
Taft legislation out of the way, and bring ia 
the resolution to depose before an adjourn- 
ment resolution its offered. 

The plan to oust Mr. Cannon has reached a 
point where the insurgents are looking about 
for a candidate to succeed the Iilinoisan in 
the chair. Some of themannounce their pur- 
pose to vote for Asher Hinds, the parlia- 
mentary clerk of the house. Mr. Hinds has 
stated that if the speaker is deposed he WII 
resign his office, and that any one who brings 
his name into the speakership contest must 
do so without authority. 


Democrats Are for Clark. 

The Democrats will not vote for a Repub- 
lican for speaker. Their votes will be cast 
for Champ Clark of Missouri, the minority 
leader. 

If the insurgents adhere to their determina- 
tion to vote with the Democrats to oust 
Speaker Cannon the prediction is made that 
the house will be deadlocked for many weeks. 
It will be impossible for the insurgents and 
the Democrats to get together on a candi- 
date. And it may be difficult for the insur- 
— and the regulars to agree to a compro- 
mise. N 

Some Republicans are figuring on the prob- 
ability of the house adjourning without elect- 
ing a speaker. Some of the regulars are in- 
clined to be critical of Speaker Cannon’s 
belligerent attitude. 


Cannon Is Defiant. 

In conversation with friends Mr. Cannon 
has made it clear that he would welcome 
deposition by a combination of insurgents 
and Democrats, taking the position that in 
the end he would be sustained by the country. 

The Democrats are not pleased over the 
present activity of the insurgents. They do 
not want to be brought face to face with an- 
other resolution to depose the speaker. 

We are getting tired of pulling the chest- 
nuts out of the fire for the insurgents,” said 
a prominent Democrat today.

Washington, D. C., April 12. Formal testi- 
mony was given today before the senate com- 
mittee which is investigating the high cost 


| of Mving that cold storage is the great equal- 


iner of prices while, at the same time, an 
informal declaration was made that cold 
storage is a 5 factor in maintaining 
the high cost of living. 

John A. Kunkel of New York argued that 
cold storage was the great equalizer of 
prices, and John J. Walton of New York.op- 
posed the bill to prohibit the keeping of food- 
stuffs in cold storage over one year. Pierre 
P. Garvan, prosecutor of Hudson county, N. 
J., attacked the cold storage system. 

Mr. Kunkel said that if it were not for the 
cold storage method of keeping eggs that 


i commodity would sell as low as 8 and 9 cents 


a dozen during certain seasons and as high 
as 75 cents and $1 in other seasons ef the 
same year. He said New Yorkers demanded 
an egg with a white shell, while Boston used 
the yellow shell egg. 


Butter Can Be Kept Years. 

Mr. Walton, opposing the bill to prohibit 
the keeping of foodstuffs in cold storage over 
one year, said that. imitation would be all 
right for eggs, because they had to be thrown 
away, anyhow, after they nine months 
old. That was not true of butter, said the 
witness. He mentioned an instance of but- 
ter that had been kept in cold sto-age for 
three years without depreciation in quality. 

High prices, said Mr. Walter, are caused 
by the fact that the supply of butter for the 
entire year does not equal the normal con- 
sumption during periods when butter ig low. 
He said the Elgin board was not recognized 
in New York and that the so-called butter 
trust was a myth. 

The makers of oleomargarine were charged 
by Mr. Walton with being partly responsible 
for the high prices. He declared they went 
into the market and bought butter for use 
in coloring their product cnd that their pur- 
pose was to keep butter high so as to make a 
better market for their cheaper product. 


FIGHT OVER BUTTER PRICES. 

A fight that started in the Elgin board of 
trade between the butter producers of the 
Elgin district, and the South Water street 
commission merchants, is expected to come 
to a head at the regular weekly meeting of 
the board next Monday. 

The board has nearly 200 members, and as 
the producers have a majority when all 
their members attend, the South Water street 
men expect to have trouble in maintaining 
the present price of 31 cents per pound, to 
say nothing of lowering it. 


Prices May Go Higher Yet. 

The commission men expect to buy between 
8,000,000 and 4,000,000 pounds of butter for 
cold storage within the next few months, and 
unless they can force the producers to give 
in on the price question butter will be as high 
this summer as it has been all wiater, and 
higher than ever next winter. 

President Joseph Newman of the Elgin 
board said yesterday the producers were ral- 
lying for a stand against the inroads of the 
Water street brokers. . 

* By having a majority at the last three 
meetings of the board.“ he said, the com- 
mission men were able to overrule the price 
set by the quotation committee.

Every Community Has Tammany. 

“Every community is infested with a 
noxious element, a more or less organinzed 
body of incarnate depravity,“ said Dr. Park- 
burst. This is more true of the city than 
of the country and of the larger than of the 
smaller city. It may tag itself with a po- 
litical badge, but it ie wet politics. 

“In New York we call it Tammany, but 
every city has its Tammany, even though 
known by some other name or by no name. 
Whatever its designation, it is depravity or- 
ganized for the purpose of plunder. If it 
assumes some political appellation .: is for 
the purpose of a disguise. 

Every once in two or four years when we 
get the better of Tammany in New York cer- 
tain of the victors are dure to commence 
doxologizing, as though everything were sud- 
denly ved up to the front door of the mil- 
lennium. On the occasion of winning a vic- 
tory at the polls over a vicious element we 
are liable to get wrought.up into a much more 
ecstatic condition of mind than is warranted 
by the facts. ‘ e 


Beating: Depravity, Just, Part. 

„ Beating depravity at the polls does not re- 
generate it; it simply bottles it up and gives it 
time to ferment. id 

We cannot afford to be satisfied with any- 
thing but a regenerated town. Regeneration 
means a.change of heart.

AMERICAN RTHICS? ARE NONE 


Harvard Professor Says So and 
It Must Be True, 


BUT THERE’S HOPE FOR US, 


Educator Lectures at the Residence of 
Mrs. T. B. Blackstone. 


The only trouble with Americans and their 
ethics is that they haven't any. In other 
respects they are nice, and they even stand 
a chance of correcting the ethical omission. 
The task of cooking up something which will 
at least serve as a code of ethics ig one for 
those of us who are young enough. 

Prof. George Santayana, a Spaniard by 
birth and à professor in Harvard, says so. 
He thus delivered himself last evening at the 
residence of Mrs. T. B. Blackstone, 1912 Prai- 
rie avenue, under auspices of the Twentieth 
Century club. He spoke on American Eth- 
es.“ The germs of it so far as discovered, 
he said, were based on the following mani- 
festations: 

“ Americans are people of one idea. Their 
unconscious philosophy of life has its basis 
in thefr independence of thought. An idea 
doesn’t exist for an American unless he ex- 
pects to adopt it.“ 


Some Better if Uneducated. 


You couldn’t get an American to consider, 
much less adopt, the thought that perhaps it 
is better that some people should not be edu- 
cated simply because Ameri have adopt- 
ed the theory that it is best for everybody to 
have the benefits of school and college. And 
yet to the European mind it is evident that 
some persons are better off uneducated. 

„ If a thing doesn’t interest me, it does 
not exist.’ This is the principle of the Amer- 
ican, as manifested in his attitude (to take 
one instance) toward monarchy. He hasn't 
any use for it, and therefore he does not 
countenance the respect which people of the 
old world have for it. 

“The extraordinary helpfulness of the 
American is a third manifestation of the be- 
ginning of that American ethics for which 
the nation is, as it were, ‘tuning up.’ I drop 
something! on the street. A stranger picks 
it up, and does not, as im the old country, put 
it into his own pocket, but with surprising 
nafveté returns it to the person who dropped 


K.“ 
To Build on These Things. 


With these three ingredients, as they might 
be called—independence of thought, narrow- 
neds of point of view, and generosity or self- 
effacement, with its minor manifestation of 
kindliness—we are, in the opinion of the 
speaker, on the verge of erecting a bona fide, 
articulate system of ethics. — 

Four Americans, he said, had contributed 
toward its formulation: Emerson, Wait 
Whitman, Willlam James, and Ralph Perry 
of Harvard. To Emerson goes the glory of 
expounding our independence of thought— 
the doubtful glory in foreign eyes.

Four Arrested in Chicago as 
Blackmailers of Italians. 


MAY SOLVE TRAGEDIES. 


Police Expect to Get Clews of Many 
Blackhand Plots. < 


Four elleged Italian blackmailers were ar- 
rested yesterday following the complaint of 
@ prosperous Sicilian, who was hounded for 
weeks in a vain effort to compel him to pay 
$2,000.

It No Ordinance Is Passed Result of 
Election Will Be Nothing. 


Springfield, III., April 12.—[Specia)l.}]—A 
city council may amend the existing saloon 
ordinance or pass an entirely new one in the 
interim between the election in which a m- 
nicipality is voted to become saloon terri- 
tory and the period when such a vote be- 
comes effective, which is thirty days follow- 
ing the election, 

This opinion was expressed today by At- 
torney General Stead in an opinion delivered 
to Mayor Mark Jardine of Rockford. In the 
opinion of the attorney general there is no 
reason why such action cannot be taken by 
the council. 

Even though the city votes wet,“ says 
the attorney general, it ie possibile for it 
to remain dry so far as the granting of 
saloon lidenses is concerned so long as a 
majority of the council votes against issuing 
any licenses. In other words, the law re- 
quires an ordinance licensing saloons before 
the saloons may be licensed. 


Kentucky Julep Is Passing. 
New York, April 12.—Kentucky's fame as 
the laid of the mint julep, soon will be a 
thing of the past, according to Gov. A. E. 
Willison, who is in New York, to attend the 
annual banquet tonight of the Kentucky 
society of New York. 
The prohibition wave has struck the 
commonwealth long noted for its good whis- 
ky, he says, and well nigh the entire state 
is now ary. 
“There is really no state in the union,’’ 
said Gov. Willson, “ where more good whis- 
ky is made and less drunk. There are 107 
dry counties in the state, and on the whole 
the laws are rigidly enforced. I will wager 
that there is less drinking in Kentutky than 
in the prohibition state of Maine.“ 


Bars Saloons Near Indians. 
St. Paul, Minn., April 12.—8aeloons in all 
the Mahnominen county, and in sections 
of Beltrami, Cass, Clay, Crowwing, Otter Tail 
and Wadena counties, have been notified 
by William E. Johnson, chief special officer 
in the government Indian service, to close 
their doors by May 10. 
The order issued by Agent Johnson affects 
about seventy towns, a majority of them in 
territory not heretofore affected by the gov- 
ernment order. 
It is the most drastic of the orders issued 
since the special agent of the government 
began the campaign to enforce the provisions 
of old Indian treaties in the northern country, 
and to prevent the sale of liquor to Indians.

The move would mean the triumph of the 
idea long advocated by the Legislative Vo- 
ters’ league in its war on the alliance be- 
tween the old party leaders, who biennially 
nominated three men for the three places to 
be filled, leaving no choice to voters except 
by going to indepedents or third party can- 
didates. 

The senatorial committeemen elected under 
the primary law on Aug. 8, 1908, will be

Democrats in every district. 

“TI have never been able to understand 
the shortsightedness of the Democrats in 
nominating less than two candidates for the 
house in each district,“ said George E. Cole 
when he heard of the Democratc plan. “If 
the party had nominated two men in each 
of the thirty-four districts where they 
named only one two years ago they might 
have elected the United States senator from 
Illinois... As it was the election of every one 
of their candidates would not have given 
them a majority of the house.’’

PLANS DRASTIC ACTION, 


Regulation of Trusts Is Object 
of Bill in the Canadian 
Parliament. 


Quebec, April 12—That the province of 
Quebec will, in the near future, prohibit the 
exportation of pulp wood, cut on the crown 
lands of the province, to the United States, 
was announced in the legislature this after- 
noon by Premier Gouin. The premier said: 

I have been criticised for speaking on the 
question of the exportation of pulp wood at 
a banquet in Montreal shortly after the close 
of the last session. I did this because I wanted 
to let the public know of our stand before 
submitting the matter to the house in order 
that the views of all interested parties might 
be heard before the matter was settled. 


Will Increase Stumpage Dues. 

“What I declared in Montreal I repeat 
here, that we will prohibit the exportation 
of pulp wood to the United States. We will 
increase the stumpage dues an average of 60 
per cent and the ground rent from $3 to $5 
a square mile. N 

We have not spoken of this question dur- 
ing the earlier part of the session because 
when the sesslon opened a tariff war was 
threatened between Canada and the United 
States. 

We have tke right to prohibit the expor- 
tation of pulp wood by order-in-council, 


by the council to this effect. Our 
new laws will be similar to those of Ontario

FIND NO TRACE OF COOK. | 


Party Returns with No Proofs 
That Brooklyn Doctor 
Says He Left. 


Fairbanks, Alaska, April 12.—- Members of 
the Fairbanks expedition, which left here on 
Dec. 15, to attempt an ascent to the summit 
of Mount McKinley, today claimed they 


reached the topmost peak on April 3. The 


leader, Thomas Lloyd, alleges that he, Dan- 
fel Patterson, W. R. Taylor, and Charles Mo- 
Gonniglie all succeeded in their effort. Lloyd 
arrived here last night. 

The Fairbanks expedition reports that no 
trace of the proofs Dr. Frederick A. Cook al- 
leges he left behind when he made his sup- 
posed ascent of the mountain were found. 
Dr. Cook’s claim to have reached the top 
was doubted by scientists, and was the first 
cause for the suspicion cast upon his asser- 
tion he discovered the north pole. 


Cross Giant Ice Fields. 


Four camps were established during the 
ascent, and a trail blazed all the way to the 
crest. Up to 12,000 feet the climbing did not 
present unusual difficulties. For the next 
4,000 feet the way led over a steep ice field. 
The final dash was made from the 16,000 
foot camp. The mountain is 20,464 feet high. 

Mount McKinley terminates in twin peaks 
of equal height, one somewhat rounded, and 
covered with snow, the other compesed of 
bare rocks. On the rock peak, the Fairbanks 
climbers say they placed an American flag. 

The expedition, which was provided with 

. Cook’s maps and data, endeavored to 
follow his supposed route but failed to veri- 
fy any part of his story. Some scientists are 
already expressing doubt that the Fairbanks 
expedition itself reached the summit. 

Dr. Cook claimed to have ascended Mount 
McKinley to the summit. He said he had 
left proofs that he had been there. Prof. 
Herschel C. Parker, of Columbia university, 
was a member of the expedition that Dr. Cook 
led, and he later disputed Cook's assertion 
that he reached the summit after the pro- 
fessor and other companions had turned 
back. 


Parker Thinks Feat Done. 


New York, April 12.—[Special.]—Prof. Her- 
schel C. Parker of Columbia university, who 
was a member of Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s 
expedition. to Mount McKinley, and who is 
going to make another expedition himself, 
was interested in the news of the Fairbanks 


party’s quest of the top. He said he had’ 


every reason to believe the news is correct. 
So far as Dr. Cook is concerned, Parker 
simply reiterated his opinion that the Brook- 
lyn explorer never did it. 

From the present indications,” said Par- 
ker, the Fairbanks party's reports seem to 
be accurate and authentic. It is my strong 
opinion that the Alaskans did reach the top 
of Mount McKinley by the northern route. 
I hope their topography is correct so that 
we shall not have to touch that side of the 
mountain. We want to confine ourselves to 
the southern route.” 

Prof. Parker said his party will approch 
the top of the mountain from the south, tak- 
ing an easterly or westerly direction, as the 
circumstances warrant. He is going to take 
barometric observations and hopes to be 
able to figure out the exact altitude to with- 
in 100 feet.

Merriam Board Finds Four 
Concerns Get All Depart- 
ments Business. 


HORAN’S ‘IRE AROUSED. 


Chief Denies Favoritism in Pur- 
chases and Scoffs at the 
Coal Tests. 


Members of the Merriam commission were 
so strongly convinced that a trust exists 
among the manufacturers of fire hose, from 


would sell, and if the cities did not Mke this 
pen they were welcome to buy their hose 
lsewhere—if they could get it. 


Four Firms Get Bulk of Trade. 
Records from the chief's office show that 
in the last four years 220,500 feet of hose 
have been purchased, of which 58 per cent 
came from four big companies, as follows: 


Chicago Fire Hose company, 26.5 per cent. 

New York Belting and Packing company, 12.9 
per cent. 

Manhattan Rubber Manufacturtog company, 9.75 
per cent. 

Chicago Fire Appliance company, 9.07 per cent. 

Aside from this 58 per cent, 92,000 feet 
was purchased from seventeen different com- 
panies. 

Attorner Fisher asked Chief Horan if it 
was true that he purchased. the greatest 
amount of hose from the Chicago Fire Hose 
company because of his friendship with Rob- 
ert Manny of that concern. The chief re- 
plied with a positive denial and said that it 
was none of the commission's business 
whether he did or did not take a trip to Yel- 
lowstone Park with Manny. He also denied 
the suggestion that he was interested finan- 
clally in any company of which Manny was 
an Officer or stockholder. 


Tests Show Inferior Hose. 

Chief Horan declared that these four com- 
panies received the bulk of the city busi- 
ness because they were willing to give a bet- 
ter guarantee and make better contracts than 
other companies. 

The tests made by the Merriam commission 
of hose purchased by the fire department 
show that the material bought from the 
Chicago Fire Appliance company was in- 
ferior to all the other samples tested. Chief 
Horan said that he doubted the facts, al- 
though admitting that until this year the 
Chicago Fire Appliance company only gave 
a three year guarantee on its hose. against 
four to six year guarantees from other com- 
panies. 

He gave as the reason for paying higher 
prices to the big four companies the 
fact that he got better hose for the money. 
He acquiesced in the statement by Mr. Fisher 
that the Chicago Fire Appliance company 
was merely acting as brokers in its transac- 
tions with the city for the Goodrich Rubber 
company, which maintains an agency of its 
own in Chicago, but he could not tell why the 
purchases had been made from the Chicago 
Fire Appliance company instead of b digectly 
from the Goodrich concern. 


Angered by “Clothes Line” Methods. 

Chief Horan was much put out over an in- 
quiry into a saloon brawl in which Assistant 
Chief Jeremiah McAuliff was concerped last 
January. The purpose was to show that the 
records of the department were kept in such 
a manner that no one could tell how long men 
were absent from duty. 

The chief was so angered that he rushed 
out of the room and stormed up and down 
the anteroom, talking about the clothes-

“I have been called up by dozens ot people 
who reported seeing the. comet every day 
for the last two weeks,” said he. “ What 
they did see was Venus, the brightest star 
in the east, which appears near the point at 
which the comet rises. It will. be April 20 
before they can see the comet without a 
telescope and a good point of vantage.“

Charles A. Churan, counsel] for the Lin- 
colin park board, and F. H. Gansbergen, one 
of the oldest of the members, defended the 
commissioners against Chiperfield’s charges 
that they had disregarded the rights of the 
public in compromises with north shore land- 
noiders, ‘lhe case of the commissioners and 
that of Connery & Corbett, who acquired 
from the park men submerged land worth, 
it is declared, more than $500,000, occupied 
the committee’s attention most of the day. 

Cap George Wellington Streeter of 
“ deestrict ’ fame attended the hearing. He 
hopes to tell the committee a few things 
about His claims for land in the deestrict.“ 


Attorney Defends the Board. 

Attorney Churan, in defending the park 
board, said: 

* We established a shore line as the east- 
ern boundary of Lincoln park wherever we 
were able to reach an agreement with the 
property owners, so as to settle the limits of 
the private property and that of the park 
without exbensive condemnation proceed- 
ings. Our jurisdiction runs from Indiana 
street to Devon avenue.” 

Then,“ said Mr. Chiperfield, the board 
disposed of all the rights of the public from 
indiana street to Devon avenue.” 

Mr. Churan said only 25 per cent of the 
shore had been so disposed of and held that 
the public was represented at Springfield, 
where the laws fixing the park board’s powers 
were made.”

NCIENT Italian opera again elicited 
meager manifestation of public interest 
when Verdi's II Trovatore” was pre- 
sented by the forces of the Metropolitan 
company in the Auditorium last night, 

The audience was slightly larger than that of 
& week ago, and also probably a trie more 
numerous than the gathering which greeted the 
Same master’s “Otello.” But it still left more 
than a third of the seats vacant. Evidently the 
public is disposed to reserve its patronage for 
art of a later period, and there are many seri- 
ous minded music lovers who will welcome this 
tendency as a symptom of healthy progress. 

Those who still find pleasure in the familiar 
tunefulness of II Trovatore” were doubtless 
well represented in last nicht's audience. They 
were rewarded for their loyalty to ideals that 
the musical world has left behind it by wit- 
nessing a performance that preserved all the 
traditions of this period of operatic art. Last 
night the individual singer reigned supreme. 
He was permitted to display his entire assort- 
ment of vocal tricks and feats, and the more 
daring the display, the higher the flight of his 
song, the more enthusiastic were the plaudits 
of his listeners. No one demanded that he also 
be an actor. It was not even required that he 
sing with a fine regard for musical values, be- 
cause there was little real musical worth and 
interest to consider. All that was démanded 
was a liberal display of vocal technic in its 
cruder and more strenuous manifestations. It 
is indeed no matter for wonder that the musi- 
cian and the serious music lover welcomes the 
evidences of a waning interest in this form of 
opera, for its relation to the musical life of 
the present and to the progress of the art is 
the slightest.

With the certainty that every aria, duet, and 
chorus would be the signal for much applause 
and that every excursion into the neighborhood 
of a high B or C would evoke what is tech- 
nically known as an Ovation, there was no oc- 
casion for much attention to finish of detail. 
The orchestra sawed away at the hackneyed old 
score with mechanical industry, the chorus 
dutifully performed its untaxing functions, and 
the stage management seemingly went on a 
vacation. 

There resulted one of those haphazard per- 
formances that we have known 60 well in for- 
mer seasons of the Metropolitan. Supernumer- 
aries blundered on to the stage and then 
laughed at their own mistakes. The hero car- 
ried the heroine safely between the ranks of 
the contending armies and no one was surprised. 

Not that it mattered. II Trovatore” is de- 
void of logic, be it never so tuneful. The audi- 
ence found that the latter quality was empha- 
sized at all times and everybody was satisfied. 
Did not Slezak sing the “Di quella pira” in 
the original key and take the high C twice— 
something that even Caruso refuses to attempt? 
Then why complain?

The great Bohemian tenor found a grateful 
opportunity in the role of Manrico. As was to 
be expected, he brought to its interpretation 
qualities of musicianship that it has but rarely 
known. Ignoring its many possibilities for 
display of the more brutal variety, so fre- 
quently affected by singers of the Italian school, 
he sang with the same fine artistic sincerity that 
made his interpretation of Otello memorable. 
Shading, phrasing, variety of contrasted tone 
color were united with a display of dramatic 
intensity that made the well worn part seem 
new and vital. Such interest as the perform- 
ance held for the habitual operagoer cen- 
tered in his share in it. Nevertheless he had 


able support in Amato’s Comte di Luna and in 
Mme. Gadski’s Leonora. 

The one unsatisfactory member of the cast 
was the French contralto, Mme. Flahaut. Thie 
fe subject for sincere regret, since the role of 
Asucena contains some of the few convincing 
musical and dramatic opportunities of the 
opera. Vocally, her chief recommendation to 
the part would seem to lie in the fact that she 


still possesses a few tones in the upper 


regis- 
ter that do not sound worn and devoid of all 
resonance. Such talents as an actress as she 
may possess were but imperfectly observed be- 
cause of the constant embarrassment that the 
sensitive listener experienced on behalf of her 
vocal limitations. i

Culture of Sicilians 
I That of Ancient Greece.

ALERMO, Sicily, Jan. 24.—Sicily is the 
largest island in the Mediterranean. It is 
perhaps the richest—certainly the most 
varied end the most beautiful. No spot in 
Europe is in such close touch with the 
United States. There is not 3 village in the 
island which is not connected with the United 
States by ties of blood—not one single village! 
No area of the same size in the world has had 
a more varied history. No people really worth 
knowing are less known, more maligned, or less 

understood. 

In this city is an old Moorish palace of the 
Norman period, with this inscription: “ Europe

Tuscany. and Piedmont, each has peculiarities 
ich make it worth some notice. But the Bi- 
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a worthy rival of that of the Greeks. Palermo 
Was a great Phoenician city, and her trade 
brought her in close contact with all the Medi- 
terranean countries, even with the Nile valley 
and the Black sea. 

The advent of the Pheenicians in Sicily marks 
the beginning of a contest of the peoples of Ru- 
rope, Africa, and Asia for her possession, whieh 
has lasted nearly 3,000 years. During this time 
more than a dozen nations have fought in or for 
Sicily. The fate of more than one nation has 
been decided on this island. 

Next came the Greeks, who made their first 
settlemefits in B. C. 735. First of the Greeks 
were the Ionians, then the Dorians, who found- 
ed Syracuse. Sicily in 200 years became even 
more populous than Greece itself. Remains of 
great temples and theaters give evidence of the 
breadth and beauty of Greek culture. The im- 
portant part Sicily played in Greek life is re- 
vealed in the history of Greek literature and 
philosophy during the golden age. Sappho, Pin- 
dar, and Aschylus extolled the beauties of 
Sicily. A@schylus lived his last days in the 
island. Simonides, another poet, lived many 
years in Syracuse. Theocritus was a native of 
Sicily. Plato three times visited Syracuse. 
Xenophanes died at Syracuse. Sicily was the 
birthplace of Empedocles, the physicist, states- 
man, architect, and orator. Diodorus and Ti- 
meus, historians, Georgias, sophist and orator, 
and Archimedes, the mathematician, were all 
born in Sicily. The period of 480-450 B. C. is 
memorable as witnessing the height of the 
Greek builders. The great temples at Syracuse, 
Girgenti, Segesta, and Salinuntum were built 
during these rears, 


Tyrants of Sicily Famous. 


Even in the days of the Greeks the lot of the 
average Sicilian was not a happy one. Dissen- 
sions arose among the citizens. In the codifica- 
tion of laws tyrannies came into existence and 
reached an especial development on the island. 
Some of these tyrants have become famous, 
Phalaris being the most notorious. 

For fifty years internal struggles, especially 
in the cities, sapped the strength of the island. 
Some of the tyrants can only be compared for 
villainy with some of the modern Bourbon rul- 
ers. Sicily lacked a centralized government. 

ere was no unity of purpose. In 415 B. d. 

was besieged in a great campaign by 
the Athenians. The force sent by the mother 
country was one of the largest that had ever 
sailed from Greece. The defeat of the Athen- 
fans was overwhelming and 9,000 men of Ath- 
ens, among them pupils of Socrates, became 
slaves and died the death of dogs. 

What the Pheenicians lost to Greece in Sicily 
was regained after a lapse of hundreds of years 
by Carthage. The Carthagenians began their 
conquering march in Sicily in 409 B. C. Ina 
short time they had taken several cities and de- 
stroyed Messina. 

This was the period of the rise in Syracuse 
of Dionysius, second only to Phalaris in his 
awful cruelty. More than any other man before 
him, he was ruler of all Sicily. Under him 

became the greatest city in Europe. 
had never before been 


pleted. In his wars with Carthage he introduced 
inventions hitherto unknown in warfare. In 
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man on the streets of Palermo today is closer 
akin to the man of Greece than to the man of 
Florence. Sicilian culture much more closely 
résembles that of Greece, ancient or modern, 
than it does that of Lombardy, Tuscany, or even 
of Rome. Sicily was a Roman province, but 
never a Roman colony. Rome’s influence on the 
culture of Sicily was no greater and perhaps 
not more lasting than that which she gave to 
the valley of the lower Danube. 

There are three types of men in Sicily today. 
More than 60 per cent are of medium stature, 
with rather finely molded limbs, dark eyes and 
hair, and a fine profile. This predominating ele- 
ment is the type of the ancient Greeks. In many 
Sicilian cities this old Greek type has existed 
through more than 2,000 years without assimi- 
lation. In spite of the 2,000 years of Roman 
and other influences which have followed, one 
after another, Sicilian culture of today igs from 
roots transplanted from Greece. 


Italians Present New Problems. 


Wie I am traveling over Italy, visiting the 
home of emigrants, you may interest yourself 
in trying to ascertain what steps, if any, gov- 
ernments or other agencies of Europe are tak- 
ing in trying to prevent the Americanization 
of emigrants. I believe agencies are at work 
to accomplish this end. To what extent these 
agencies are organized in their undertaking or 
to what extent they succeed in their effort, I 
am unable to say. 

One or two facts are of interest. Books, 
largely of a religious nature, circulars, pam- 
phiets, almanacs, etc., to the value of $18,355 
were shipped in a single year from Budapest 
to the United States. I have seen enough in 
Rome to know that the Italian government of- 
ficially keeps close track of Italian emigrants, 
whether in the United States, the Argentine, or 


elsewhere. 


Problem in Italy Different. 


The problem I set before myself in Italy is 
not unlike that which has so far governed my 
course in Hungary and the Balkan estates. The 
problem in Italy, however, is different. I al- 
ready know enough of the situation to realize 
that it involves certain elements which I have 
not found elsewhere. With the character of the 
Italian you are already familiar. But the 
Italian you know best is the man of northern 
Italy. From this region our American emigra- 
tion is relatively alight as compared with the 
southern. There are elements in the south 
which make for picturesqueness but add to 
the seriousness of the investigation. 

Is the southern Italian the man of contempt 
of certain conventionalities and an easy dis- 
regard of human life that he is popularly be- 
lieved to be? Can we account for peculiar in- 
stitutions in s uthern Italy by reference to 
the history of the country, taking into con- 
sideration the various ethnic elements which 
have entered this region during the last 2.500 
years? 

Both ethnically and psychologically the 
southern Italian is one of the most interest- 
ing figures in Europe today. He resents 
strange contrasts. His conceptions of honor, 
virtue, propriety, sobriety, personal decency, 
and business ethics are as interesting as they 
are conflicting.

A total of eleven and a half million dollars 
ie to be expended by the Rock Island lines

NEW YORK TO ILLINOIS. — 
There are state legislatures—they shall 


pe nameless—that would be the better for 


a thorough course of the treatment pre- 
scribed by the distinguished governor 
of New York. That commonwealth is 
in a fair way to take the cure, and there 
are indeed many signs that in due time 
by a process of vigorous purgation the 
political life of the chief of the sisterhood 
of states will not be unworthy of a com- 
munity so rieh, prosperous, and powerful. 
We in Llinois are not entirely disin- 
terested in the progress of reform in 
New York, for it may very well pave 
the way with useful examples toward a 
sanitation of our own putrescent political 
state. It is hardly possible at this time 
to congratulate ourselves on the work- 
ings of the spirit of reform in Illinois, 
but we may hope that the revelations of 
corruption in New York will finally reach 
the conscience and the self-interest of 
our own people. Then editorial com- 
ments on such episodes as the election of 
Lorimer to the senate and the costly 
farce of the last. session will not fall 
upon barren ground. 
“Corrupt and contented” is the apt 
and pungent phrase which an American 
political observer applied to what is prob- 
ably the worst failure in municipal gov- 
ernment that America thus far has de- 
veloped. Perhaps it does not yet fairly 
fit Illinois. But “ignorant and indif- 
ferent” does, And as surely as night 
follows day, the latter condition is but a 
forerunner of the former. 


SENATOR ALLISON’S COMPROMISE. 
The house of representatives was un- 
moved when Mr. Bartholdt, the apostle of 
peace, assured it that if the United States 
would stop building battleships other na- 
tions would stop or would be foreed to 
do so by their suffering people. Arrest 
armaments and the whole civilized world 
will heave a sigh of relief.“ The house 
Was deaf to Mr. Hobson’s plea for the 
construction of six dreadnoughts a year 
‘for ten years, so that the equilibrium 
might. be established .and the nation saved. 
It voted down summarily a proposition to 
authorize the construction of three battle- 


ships, and defeated by a vote of yeas 110, 


nays 162, an amendment to authorize the 
construction of only one. The house was 
resolved on two—neither more nor less. 

Thus one of the compromises of that 
great compromiser, the late Senator Alli- 
son, still stands. He it was who, when 
President Roosevelt’ was asking for four 
battleships while congress was unwilling 
sto give more than two and there was a 
strong undercurrent of sentiment in favor 
of one, smoothed over the disagreement. 
He succeeded in securing a tacit under- 
standing that the annual increase of bat- 
tleships should be at the rate of two. 
There have been no protests, except from 
those who are opposed to militarism by 
sea and land, or who, while they admit 
the United States must have an efficient 
fleet, think too much money is being put 
into the navy. 

Senator Allison’s compromise is more 
expensive now than when he got it up. 
The cost of battleships has grown. Those 
to be authorized thin year will cost for 
hull, machinery, armor, and armament 
about $11,800,000. Not so many years 
ago half that would have seemed a large 
sum to invest in a warship. Then, too, 
the keeping in commission of one of the 
modern sea monsters comes to about 
$1,000,000 a year. 

Unless some limitation on the size of 
vessels can be secured by international 
agreement the two battleships a year pro- 
gram will become increasingly expensive. 
But adherence to that program will be all 
the more necessary because of the lack of 
‘d limitation. With it the older and small- 
er ships. would not have to be replaced 
so'soon by larger ones. Mr. Roosevelt ex- 
pressed himself ones in favor of such a 
limitation; and if hel could impress his 
views on the rulers of England and Ger- 
many he would confer a substantial bene- 
fit on those two countries and on his own. 


THE CONFUSING COMET.

Chicago, April 12.—[{Bditer of The Tribune. — 
Your editdrial of the Sth instant would be just if 
the quotation from my remarks, relative to the 
American face, were correct. The speech was not 
formally reported and the alleged quotation is not 
mine. No true American believes that his race is 
decadent ‘or that the intermingling of bloods now 
going on in this country will result in anything but 
a stronger, better, and more progressive type. His- 
tory shows this always to take place under similar 
circumstance. My remarks in praise of the New 
Kugland strain of blood, which is but one of the 
many among us, were not in disparagement of 
others. On the question, however, of the eventual 
effect of the direct primary laws upon the char- 
acter of officeholders I must confess that while 
fully realizing the defects of our former system I 
am not hopeful as to the results of the remedy we 
are endeavoring to apply, not because our race is 
decadent but because the present primary system 
is apt to distort and confuse important issues in the 
minds of our voters. This, and the fact that to win 
a nomination in the primaries for state or other 
offices often entails great expenditures and compels 
the candidate to enter a campaign largely of per- 
sonaRties, is causing many of our best citizehs, 
especially in the south, to shrink from these con- 
tests. For these and other reasons which I firmly 
hold I believe that other remedies can be more safe- 
ly applied to prevent the control of parties by in- 
dividuals than the present form of direct primaries. 
Had the mistaken report of my remarks not been 
dignified by editorial comment, however adverse, I 
should. have let the matter pass, but in view of 
your editorial I have written this that I may not be 
counted out as a believer in the destiny of our peo- 
ple, however I may feel as to the wisdom of our

But the most remarkable and interesting personage 
at the wedding will be the bridegroom's mother, Prin- 
cess Clothilde Bonaparte, sister of the late King Hum- 
bert, as well as of Queen Pia, and who ever since the 
overthrow of the French empire has made her home in 
the Chateau of Moncaliére, near Turin, which she has 
converted into An orphanage and into a hospital, and 
where she has led the life of a Sister of Mercy, de- 
voting herself entirely to works of charity. The only 
time that she left Moncaliére was when her husband, 
who had treated her with such cruel neglect, lay dying 
at home and he passed away with his head on her 
shoulder, completely reconciled. She has never appeared 
at any court function since the memorable day when 
after the proclamation of the republic at Paris she 
drove in full state, in an open carriage and four, with 
outriders, through the streets of Paris, and even through 
the turbulent Faubourg St. Antoine, to take the train 
for Italy, all the men doffing their hats as she passed 
in token of respect, her departure presenting a striking 
contrast to that of Empress Eugénie, who fied in dis- 
guise under the care of her American dentist, the late 
Dr. Thomas Evans. 

The approaching marriage will be a noteworthy oc- 
casion at indieating that the Bonapartist family is now 
united and that the feuds which so long kept its mem- 
bers apart and which did such incalculable harm to the 
imperialist cause in France, are now at an end. But 
one cannot help recalling that Prince Victor Napoleon 
was denounced by his father, the late Prince Napoleon, 
in his will as the most unfilial of sons, that he was 
disowned, and that his father absolutely refused to see 
him when dying. Moreover, if there was one object of 
batred and aversion in the life of the late Princess 
Napoleon, it was Empress Bugénie. That the wedding 
of his disowned son should take place under Eugénie’s 
roof cannot but recall his animosity toward both of 
them. 
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Lord Thurlow, who is now in his seventy- second 
year, and who in his young days was connected with 
the British legation at Washington, is once more 
in the bankruptcy court with about $100,000 worth of lia- 
bilities and literally no assets. He is a familiar figure 
having frequently come over here 
in connection with the promotion of schemes of in- 
dustrial and financial enterprises, and by his agreeable, 
courteous manners invariably managed to secure a hear- 
ing, in spite of the unpleasant features of his rst 
bankruptcy, which took place in 1894. 

The registrar of the Courts of Bankruptcy, in making 
his annual report to the government in 1895, went gut 
of his way to emphasize the fact that Lord Thurlow’s 
bankruptcy had been the most disagreeable that had 
come under his notice in many years, and alluded to a 
number of questionable transactions on the part of the 
unfortunate peer, including his action in using his posi- 
tion as a lord in waiting to the late queen, to buy on 
dredit a costly piece of jewelry, declaring that it was 
to constitute the wedding gift of the members of the 
royal household to the duchess of York (now the prin- 
cess of Wales), and then pawning the gems for a large 
sum of money On the same day. Fortunately his brother- 
in-law, Lord Elgin, at that time viceroy of Indie, and 
other relatives, helped him out of this unpleasant scrape 
to thé extent of averting criminal proceedings, but his 
bankruptcy was well up in the millions of dollars.

Lord Thurlow, who has filled the office of paymaster 
of the government and who Im 1886 was lord high 
commissioner to the general assembly of Scotland at 
Edinburgh, where he held court at the palace of Holy- 
rood, in the name of the late queen, is an amiable, mild 
spoken man, utterly unlike in this respect the first Lord 
Thurlow, the famous lord high chancellor, who was 
renowned for his evil temper and his coarse language. 
It is on record that on one oocagion, hating abused his 
valet for some time without receiving any reply, he 
concluded by saying: 

“I wish to G—d you were In h—ill!” The terrified 
servant exclaimed, “I wish I was, my lord! I wish I 
was!” 

On the occasion of his sitting for the last time in the 
Court of Chancery, he did ndt say a single word by 
way of farewell to the bar, such as is usual in the 
case of judicial dignitaries on retirement; whereupon 
one of the caunsel present remarked: “He might at 
least have said ‘Damn you!’” It was this Lord Thur- 
low of whom Fox made the femark, No man was 
ever so wise as Lord Thurlow looks,” and in point of 
fact his legal knewledge was considerably less than his 
office warranted. The present Lord Thurlow’s eldest 
son was killed ir the Boer war as a captain of the 
black watch at the battle of Magersfontein, and the 
present heir to the Thurlow barony, which dates from 
1792, is the second son, the Rev. Charles Bruce, who has 
‘ived for many years in this country at New York and 


to seamen. Another son, the Hon. Henry Nigel Bruce, 
has followed the example of his father in graduating 
from the Bankruptcy court.

More than Half of Its Taxes Goes 
to Benefit of the Poor. 


PRESIDENT BUSSE SAYS SO. 


Wants Rich Men to Bulld Private Hos- 
pital for Contagious Cases. 


President William Busse of the board of 
county. commiss‘oners told the Cook county 
real estate board at a luncheon yesterday 
that one-half of the taxes collected for 
county maintenance is paid out to aid the 
poor, He pointed out from the statistics that 
the parks receive three times as much money 
from taxes as is used by the county in 
charity. 

“If every taxpayer knew that 50 cents of 
every dollar of the money he gives to Cook 
county goes to the support of public chari- 


ties I do not believe he would begrudge it,“ 
said Mr. Busse. fr 


County Hospital Is Popular. 

In 1900 Cook county received from taxes 
for current expenses $2,968,828, and of this 
amount $1,413,985 was paid out for the care 
of the poor and in support of the charitable 
institutions. 

“The county institutions have not only 
been modernized, but placed in advance of 
the march of progress in institutional ad- 
ministration. This Mbera) policy has en- 
hanced the popularity of the charitable in- 
stitutions and increased the demands upon 
them. In the last ten years there has been 
an increase of 60 per cent in the population 
of these institutions, while the genera! pop- 
ulation of the city increased 38 per cent. 


More Private Hospitals Needed. 

There should be several private hospitals 
in Chicago for persons afficted with con- 
tagious diseases. I believe there are wealthy 
men in Chicago, who would gladly provide 
funds for the construction and maintenance 
of smal! private hospitals, if the subject were 
properly agitated. 

“ Under the law, the county is required to 
care for the paupers. For that reason it 
maintains a county hospital. Persons amply 
able to pay for hospital care are often com- 
pelled to send their children to the county 
hospital. To keep a patient suffering from 
a contagious disease in a hotel or a flat build- 
ing, may cause an epidemic, and work a hard- 
ship on the neighbors. The patient must 
necessarily be taken to the county hospital. 
There is no other place where he can go. 
This class ought to be provided for by private 
hospitals.“ 


BEEF CHUCK PRICE REDUCED; 
BETTER GRADES ARE HIGHER. 


Local Dealer Believes the Kosher Strike 
in New York City Is Responsible 
for Quotations. 


An advance of to 1 cent a pound was made 
yesterday in the price of the better grades of 
dressed beef cuts, and a reduction of M cent 
was announced in the price of beef chucks. 

** Most of the demand for beef in the east 
side of New York, where the kosher strike 
is now on, is for chucks.“ said a prominent 
meat dealer. The agitation in the east will 
greatly restrict the consumption ofthis grade 
of beef, while it will have no perceptible effect 
on the other grades. Apparently it is the pur- 
pose of the packers to force prices of beef 
ribs, loins, and rounds to such a high level 
that local housewives will be forced to use 
chucks when they want beef, thus furnishing 
an outlet for the stock that should go east. 

“In this way the market will be kept free 
from accumulations and packers will not 
have to make the concessions demanded by 
the New York strikers. Because of the higher 
prices for other parts of beef, the packers, in- 
stead of losing by the agitation, will come out 
ahead if their plans do not miscarry.”’

Slow Demand Indicates Poor 
Milling Trade Is General. 


BIG SHORTS COVER IN CORN. 


Shipping Situation Not Much Improved; 
Oats Are Also Higher. 


Increasing weakness in the cash wheat 
markets not only here, but at St. Louls and 
in the northwest is having a depressing 
effect on futures, and prices yesterday were 
sharply lower at one time, largely on the 
reports of dwindling premiums. Shorts were 
nervous in regard to the strength shown by 
the coarse grains and covered freely near 
the close, but the greatest firmness was in- 
dicated by the September. July and May 
finished lower than the previous day, while 
September was ½e higher.

Russian offerings are reported a 
little lighter, and Australian wheat was held 
at firmer limits, but crop conditions abroad 
are uniformly favorable. The break on this 
side on Monday did not have much if any ef- 
fect abroad. Primary receipte were 311,000 
bu, against 274,000 bu a year ago. Local re- 
ceipts were 23 cars, with 9 cars promised for 
today. Minneapolis stocks showed an in- 
crease of 125,000 bu for three days. World’s 
stocks decréased 344,000 bu, compared to a 
decrease of 5,274,000 bu ayearago. Weather 
conditions in the southwest were mixed, 
Kansas being dry, while Missouri had good 
rains.
